Here are three recipes showing 
how the foods mentioned above 
may be combined into three differ­ 
ent yet equally delicious luncheon 
or dinner dishes: 
Egg Noodle Lenten Dish 
8 ounces egg noodles 
I cup diced carrots 
I cup diced turnips 
I cup peas 
I chopped pimiento 
I small onion minced 
I medium can tuna fish flaked 
!i teaspoon salt 
Took 
egg 
noodles 
in 
boiling, 
salted 
water 
until 
tender, 
then 
drain. 
Cook the vegetables and 
salt in enough water to cover, sav­ 
ing the vegetable liquid. 
Make a 
cream sauce of; 
4 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
I cup milk 
I cup vegetable liquid 
I teaspoon salt 
H teaspoon pepper 
In a casserole put a layer of egg 
noodles, then a layer of the mixed 


vegetables, and then a layer of the 
flaked tuna fish. 
Repeat until all 
ingredients have been used. 
Pour 
the sauce over the contents of the 
casserole. 
Cover the top with one 
cupful of buttered bread crumbs.
